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Abstract 

Impregnated activated carbons are carbonaceous adsorbents which have chemicals finely 
distributed on their intemal surface. The impregnation optimizes the existing properties of 
the activated carbon giving a synergism between the chemicals and the carbon. This 
facilitates the cost-effective removal of certain impurities from gas streams which would be 
impossible otherwise. For environmental protection, various qualities of impregnated 
activated carbon are available and have been used for many years in the fields of gas 
purification, civil and military gas protection and catalysis. 
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
